Dec. 7 has been designated Na- 
tional Civil Defense Day and will 
be marked ' by similar alerts 
throughout the country. 

The 10th anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor, Dec. 7, will mark a signifi- 
cant milestone in American prepar- 
edness. In 1941, the air attack 
warning system consisted of five 
mobile radar sets with a limit of 
of detection extending about 130 
miles. There was no liaison be- 
tween civil and military authorities. 
No air attack was in operation; 
there was no public information 
media on defense.) Warning time 
- between moments of attack and first 
widespread public warning was ap- 
proximately 30 minutes. 

This December, the entire conti- 
nent is ringed by thousands of miles 
of radar nets and continuous air 
patrols that extend our detection 
system around the earth. These de- 
tection outposts are, linked directly 
to civil defense warning units, tied 
by NAWAS warning points by de- 
pendable communications. All are 
manned by experienced personnel. 

An approaching attack, signaled 



by an alert such as will be sounded 
in Antioch next Wednesday, would 
trigger a nation-wide . alert from 
North American Air Defense head- 
quarters, activating the civil defense 
emergency broadcast system of 
nearly 2,000 radio stations. 

All public information media 
would be utilized with a maximum 
warning time of 00 seconds or less 
to every state. 

All residents are urged to parti- 
cipate in Antioch's practice alert, 
Dec. 7.

Date for the public hearing was 
set Monday at a meeting of the Ken- 
osha County and Walworth County 
school committees. 

After the hearing, the two school 
committees will meet with the boards 
of both Badger and Wilmot high 
schools before making their decision. 
Only the school committees can. vote 
on this decision. 

If the school committees approve 
the secession move, their decision 
can be subject to a referendum, at 
which only Badger High School dist- 
rict and residents of the seceding 
territory can vote. If their decision is 
against the secession, the matter can 
be appealed in Circuit Court. 

Mrs. Gustafson is also secretary of 
the Kenosha County school commit- 
tee and secretary of the joint com- 
mittees discussing the secession pro- 
posal. 

The territory in question is in the 
western part of Randall Township, 
where residents have asked to be re- 
moved from the Wilmot District and 
annexed to the Badger High School 
District. 

The territory comprises about one- 
seventh the valuation of Wilmot 
District. About 17 Wilmot students 
reside in the area. 

The Wilmot High School Board 
and Wilmot High School PTA are 
actively opposing the secession move, 
and are calling for suggestions and 
help from district residents to save 
this vital portion of the district's tax 
base.
